and  Levi  Richards,  as  his  Counseller. 

4.  That  we  take  up  a collection  in  every  branch,  on  the  first 
Sunday  in  August,  towards  defraying  the  Conference  debt. 

5.  That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Elder  Henry  Savage,  as  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Nottinghamshire  Conference. 

6.  That  Elder  James  Stones  be  released  from  his  present  field  of 
labour,  and  preside  over  Mansfield,  Mansfield  Woodhouse,  and 
Sutton  district. 

7.  That  Benjamin  Birch  preside  over  Eastwood,  Heanor,  New 
Brinsley,  and  Swanwick  district. 

8.  That  Elder  Enock  Stones  preside  over  Hyson  Green  and  New 
Radford  district. 

9.  That  Elder  William  Archer  preside  over  Hyson  Green  branch. 

10.  That  the  Conference  Reports  be  printed. 

Elder  Savage  then  made  some  powerful  remarks  on.  the  duty  of 
the  Saints  in  this  land,  and  counselled  them  to  pray  for  their  dehver- 
ance,  that  it  might  speedily  come ; and  the  Officers  their  duty  to
